Other 
notes are a bit harder, but doable, like rig, wx and antenna.

Dave, 
The general guidelines for cold weather clothing are: 


1. Layering - provide the ability to adjust your clothing to accomodate 
changing conditions and more air layers for storing body heat. 

2. Wicking materials - layers should consist of polypropelene, silk, Pol= 
artec 

(commonly called fleece), wool. Wet skin is your worst enemy in cold 
weather. 

3. Outermost layer should be watershedding but should pass some inner 
moisture and heat outwards (Goretex and descendants) 


I won't go into a lot of detail about my specific setup for FYBO unless y= 
ee to hear it. Since I wasn't going to have a lot of physical activity= 
ee had more loft to retain more heat (3 total). I wouldn't use my sk= 
etic because those are made for more activity (although I did use my s= 
Le ee I generally don't use down since it does not wick as well as= 


modern fabrics but, for this event, I had a down vest underneath a 
nylon/cotton jacket to help keep me warm. It actually made me sweat but = 
the 

lower poly/Polartec layers kept me mostly dry. 


On my hands, I had a pair of REI "mitten/gloves". The mittens fold back = 
to 

reveal my fingers while the rest of my hand is covered in heavyweight, 
windproof Polartec. I only used these about half the day. The cheapo te 
nt 

reduced the air movement which would contribute greatly to heat loss. 


I only exercised when my toes started tingling - about four times during = 
the 

day including lunch. I had wool socks and Technica snowshoeing boots (ve= 
ry 

dry but not too warm). 


The FT817/Z11 and Palm did fine in the 20F temps I had. Last year I used= 
a K1 


in slightly warmer conditions with absolutely no problems. Like I said, 
I can 

give you more details if you'd like. Also, I bet there's some discussion 
of

FYI, experiments that I've done with some of them in a Colpitts 
oscillator 

produced about half the power output of HC-49s on about the same 
frequency. 

Measuring with an RF probe right at the input to the oscillator from the 
crystal produced about half the drive voltage. They might do better in a 
different oscillator configuration and worked just fine otherwise.

Hi Sergio... 


Could you? Yes. In order to be legal, your cable company is supposed to 
have installed a ground rod/etc. somewhere where your connection arrives 
at, or enters your home. So it-the cable converter-should be at ground. 
Check the converter chassis ground with a VOM/DVM to the ground pin of your 
wall socket. First, see if there is ANY voltage (AC or DC) between the two. 
Presuming that shows none, then you can try an ohms measurement. Should be 
zero. 


Should you? Well... that's a different matter. It is REALLY asking for 
interference to your television system. Most cable systems are relatively 
immune to TVI for the simple reason that they are stronger than the usual 
urban broadcast signal. Sharing a ground that may very well be 50 or more 
feet away is a very likely opportunity for RF to get in somehow, someway. 
And, cable systems can bring lightning along their lines, riding on the 
outside of the cable, and so into your rig. Furthermore, the cable company 
may very likely have rules against such an attachment. 


So, my answer, FWIW, is NO, I wouldn't. 


Could you try it and see? I think so, yes. I do not believe the amount of 
RF you could impress upon the TV system using a 40-40 in this manner would 
be of any danger to yourself, your rig, or your TV. BUT, even if it works 
just fine, I strongly urge you to then work on a proper ground system, and 
get off the cable system. 


Also... should you experience any... uh-h-h... unfortunate events involving 
the failure of the cable converter, even if it isn't your fault, I would 

not leave it obviously connected for just anyone-like the cable repair 

guy-to see, since no matter what, it would be your fault from their viewpoint.

I don't think using the CATV shield as a ground is a good idea. It might 
work OK, but I'd be afraid of interferring with TV reception in the area. 


A ground isn't really mandatory unless you are using some sort of end fed 
wire as an antenna. If you have a dipole or variation on it (G5RV, NORCAL 
doublet), or a vertical with local ground and/or radials, you could 
probably skip the ground connection at the transmitter. 


If you MUST use an end fed wire, try a counterpoise at the TX instead of 
the CATV shield.

Dave, 

Dress in layers- that is, bring several different layers of clothing- 
sweaters, fleece jackets, etc. It's very important to keep out of the wind, 
because wind chill starts at just 3 mph. I make sure I have an outer layer 
that stops the wind, such as a fleece jacket with a shell, or a mountain 
parka, etc. Clothing should be loose fitting so it doesn't impair 
circulation. It's better to wear one pair of heavy socks than two if the 
second pair makes your boots fit tightly. 


Also, synthetic clothing such as Polarfleece is a lot warmer than cotton, and 
keeps most of it's insulating value if it gets wet. 


Mittens are warmer than gloves since they keep your fingers together. But you 
can't send CW with mittens, so I wear a light pair of liner gloves under the 
mittens. 


Don't forget your head. Since up to half you body heat is lost through your 
head, a warm pullover cap works wonders. 


Being a backpacker, I usually bring a small stove so I can make hot drinks. 
Depending on the weather, I sometimes bring a small tent so I can stay 
completely out of the wind. 


As for rigs, I'm sure there'll be a LOT of opinion, but I use an Elecraft K2 
or a K1 for field contests. Both perform just fine in the cold. My site for 
FYBO 02 started out at -9F and I didn't have any problems with the K2. The 
operator was in a mountain tent in a sleeping bag for that one! 


Another point is to get some exercise occasionally. About once an hour I 
sacrifice some contacts and walk around for a while.

This was my first attempt at FYBO and decided to go to my daughter's 
home in Cheyenne, WY to operate as a portable seven. She lives on a five 
acre plot and keeps two horses. The corral fence provided a nice place 
to duct tape my 33' fiberglass mast to. I used an Elecraft K2 and a 40 
meter inverted V mounted at the 30' level fed with twinlead and balun to 
the K2 tuner. 


The weather provided some interesting times. It began sunny and somewhat 
calm (at least for Wyoming), then became somewhat windy causing the mast 
to develop a pretty good bow. Then, it became overcast with the temp 
dropping accordingly, then snow, and finally, lightening and thunder. I 
wondered why, all of a sudden, I was getting bit when touching anything 
near the rig. I just don't think about lightening during the winter. 
When I saw the first lightening crash, I knew it was time to quit and 
get away from everything around the station setup. Thus ended FYBO 2003. 


Early on, according to the reports I was receiving, my feedline broke at 
the antenna. I figured that had happened as it was loading much 
differently than when I started. Not wanting to take down the antenna in 
the wind, I continued.

Ed, here is the method that I use. I cut a strip of pc board 1/2" by say 4" 
or so. Then, I use the IC as a gauge. I line up the 1st pin with the end 
of the strip and make a mark on the board in line with the other 3 pins. 
Then, I move the IC down one place, so that I can get the last mark. I then 
use a mini aluminum miterbox, available at any hobby store that carries 
model airplane supplies, and I use a mini hacksaw with a fine toothed blade 
to just cut through the copper along the first 3 marks. Then, I cut the 
strip off at the 4th mark. Rotate the piece 90 degrees, put it back in the 
miterbox, and make a cut down the middle splitting the 4 pads previously cut 
in to two rows of 4 pads. See the crude drawing below. 


bale a crenata 5 Extra Strip to be cut off 


Note: Cuts 1, 2 & 3 just go through the copper. Cut 4 cuts off the strip. 
Cut 5 just goes through the copper, and is made last. Use a VOM to check 
that there is no continuity between pads. Hope this gives you the idea.

8-pin pads. You simply shear down the middle, then shear off each 8-pin 
pad. Magnificent! I will endeavour to find this site and post it here. 
I'd like to make some of these up myself. The tape and etch method worked 
for me, but is very time consuming.
